Runkel et al teach that interferon beta 1a, (glycosylated form) displays 10 fold 
higher antiviral activity than interferon beta 1b, (non-glycosylated form) and that this is 
due to a stabilizing role of the carbohydrates, (see abstract, page 643, column 1 and 
table 1).

Kita et al teach that interferon gamma conjugated with polyethylene glycol at the 
N-terminus, (PEG-IFN-y) displays comparable antiviral activity with the unmodified IFN- 
Y, (see abstract and page 163). 

The instant invention discloses unexpectedly that PEG-IFN-3-1 a displays a much 
higher antiviral activity than unmodified IFN-3-1a, (see figure 9).
